Walter Williamson. 50 at his work, 2101 S. Hamilton Rd., Suite 
212, about 10:50 a.m., according to detectives. 

’ Police said while Mrs. Williamson was there, an argument 
ensued.and-she was allegedly shotonceinthe chest witha 22 
caliber handgun by her ex-husband. 

Mrs. Williamson was rushed to Mt. Carmel East Hospital, 
where she was pronounced dead about 12:13 p.m. Sgt. John 


Cherubini said. 


Williamson, of 4079 Burnell Circle West, has been charged 
with murder in the slaying of his ex-wife, Cherubini said. 

Homicide detectives would not say what started the argu- 
ment between Mrs.Williamson and her ex-husband. 

The slaying of Mrs. Williamson has been recorded as the 
48th homicide so far this year,,compared to 67 this time last

With Settlement OfEstate 


Elizabeth Betty Davis, widow 
of the late Atty. William J. 
Davis, who was unavailable 
when the account of the attor- 
ney's fee settlement in connec- 
tron with the School Desegre- 
~gatron-ease was reported says 
she Is “very unhappy about the 
settlement.” 

Mrs. Davis, 2320 Gardendale 
Dr., voiced her displeasure 
with the settlement in a recent 
letter to The CALL & POST. 

As the Aug. 18 CALL & POST 
reported, attorneys for the 
plaintiffs in the desegregation 
case. and representatives. for 
the Columbus and State 
Boards of Education, had 
agreed to a $260,000 settle- 
ment 

Under terms of the settle- 
ment, $160,000 went. to Atty. 
Leo Ross, and $50,000 each to 
Atty. 1.W. Barkan and to the 
estate of Atty. Davis. 

Initially, Davis was listed as 
the “Trial Attorney” and Bar- 
kan as the “Associate Attor- 
ney”, in filing the class-action 
Suit June 21, 1973. Neither 
Davis nor Barkan participated 
in the trial proceedings in 
which U.S. District Judge 
Robert M. Duncan ruled in 
favor of the plaintiffs. 

Davis, however, remained 


the attorney of record in the — 


celebrated desegregation case 
until his death April 11, 1976, 
while Barkan withdrew. from 
the.case, Sept. 13, 1974, Mrs. 
Davis noted in her letter. 


Although she made no direct 
complaint about the settlement 
of Davis’ estate. that was not 
the case in the Barkan settle- 
ment. Since Barkan had with- 
drew from the case, she wrote: 
“| cannot understand the 
$50,000 fee’’ awarded to 
Barkan. 

“Except for the hours and 
services spent. up to and 
including his Sept. 13 withdra- 
wal, | do not understand what 
the fees are for,"’ said Mrs. 
Davis. 

After withdrawing from the 
case, Barkan joined the attor- 
neys for the “intervention of 
the NAACP.” she said. 

Attorneys for the NAACP's. 
request for $2.7 million in legal 
fees and expense, is yet to be 
settled by the Columbus and 
State Education boards 

Mrs. Davis also reminded 
The CALL & POST that in its 
story it confused the school 
desegregation case. with the 
Timken Roller Bearing civil 
rights case, in which her hus- 
band was aiso involved 

Following disposition of that 


case, Davis, Barkan and aNew 


York attorney, were awarded 
$71,000 in legal fees ang 
expenses to be shared equally, 
plus $4,000 for miscellaneous 
expense, also divided equally, 
she said 

A-controversy aiso deve- 
loped:in this ‘case and as a 
result of arbitration, Davis’ est- 
ate received $7,500 less attor- 


ney fees of $2,500 with interest, 
the widow said. 

She chose Leo Ross to 
represent Davis’ estate in the 
school desegregation case set- 
tlement, because he was the 
onty one of two lawyers 
recommended to her by the 
Civil Rights Council that she 
knew, Mrs. Davis said.

State Of American Schools: It’s Our Battle, Too 


By CARL HOLMAN, President

As @ graduate, of a college 
founded by black soldiers just 
back from the Civil War, | find the 
current clamor over the state of 
America's schools both challeng- 
ing and disturbing. 

Challenging, because no matter 
how suspicious the motives of 
some of those who are beating the 
drums mostioudly, we may forthe 
first time in many years have a 
chance to do something about set- 
ting the nation's educational 
house in order. 

The challenge is there, even 
though some of the would-be ren- 
ovators seem to think that all the 
old place needs is a fresh coat of 
paint, while others advocate put- 
ting several sticks of dynamite in 
the basement and lighting the 
fuse. 

What is especially disturbing is 
that, with a few notable excep- 
tions, almost none of those who 
are visibly out front in the debate 
over the nation’s schools have 
blood and historical ties with the 
black and Hispanic children 
whose life chances are most at 
risk. 

For them the outcome of the 
current debate can mean a very 

real choice between jobs and jait, 
between welfare dependency and 
a productive life, between.moving 
into the mainstream or being 
locked into a new American caste- 
-frustrated, resentful, discarded

Richard F. Celeste of using 
the State Set Aside law to the de- 
triment of white-owred construc- 
tion firme in his . 

H. Richard Smith, secretary- 
tregsurer of the 8.E. Construction 
Co., of Middletown, Ohio, says 
that Butler County has not had a 
construction job, except for a 
minority set aside contract, in the 
1063 calendar year. 


Smith said that on April 12, the 
Ohio Department of Transporta- 


tion (ODOT) approved a $857,213. | 


contract for Walter Randoiph & 
Co. of Cincinnati to upgrade a sec- 
tion of Rt. 42, and that was the only 
majorconstruction project 
awarded this year. 

An active member of the Ohio 
Contractors Association (OCA), 
which .challenged the Set Aside 
law in federal court, Smith noted 
that only minority-owned busi- 
nesses could bid on that project 
under the state set aside law 


“The United States. has expe- 
rienced dramatic changes in the 
laws under which people are sent 
to prison and in the mechanisms 
that contro! how tong they stay 
there,” the Bureau of Justice Sta- 
titics said in a report. 

The bureau, a U.S. Department 
of Justice agency, pointed out that 
during the past decade many state 
legislatures have increased their 
authority over sentencing and pri- 
son release policies. According to 
Steven R. Schlesinger, bureau 
director, “These changes reflect 
concerns about sentencing dis- 
parity, doubts about whether 


rehabilitation works, and interest’ 


in deterrence and incapacitation.” 
At the same time, some courts and 
parole boards have formalized 
their control in various ways. The 
methods used include especially 
the following: 

© Determinate sentencing, 
under which parole boards no 
longer may release prisoners 
before their sentences have 
expired.

Forty-one states, the federal 
system and the District of Colum- 
bia award good-time credit to pri- 
soners who behave according to 
prison regulations, but the amount 
that can be accumulated for every 
month served varies widely -- from 
five days to 45 days. 

The report said that usually tne 
good-time provision reduces the 
minimum sentence, thus these 
procedures may constitute a sig- 
nificant element in determining 
the amount of time served. This is 
especially so for states that have 
eliminated discretionary parole 
release. 

Most states credit goog time 
automatically. However, last Jan- 
uary California ended this practice 
for those being held under the 
authority of the Department of 
Corrections and now California's 
adult prisoners must earn good 
time through work or school 
participation.

Turn Valuable Trash Into Cash 


By Sharpening Refunding Skills

Suppose someone tola you that the empty package you were about to throw away was worth 


money. Would you still throw it away? 


.With the pri-2 of consumer goods escalating, conscientious shoppers are looking for ways to 


trim their budgets. 


The answer for a lot of shoppers, male and female, young and old, has been the use of coupons 


and manufacturers refund offers. 


As an incentive to buy their products, 
manufacturers routinely offer a rebate of 
usually a minium of 50 cents to unlimited 
amounts, 

How to turn valuable trash into cash and 
other consumer tips will be the focus of this 
column. 

This column is for you and about you. Not 
only do.we want to hear. from. the home- 
maker who in trying to stretch a dollar and 
has valuable tips to share, we want to hear 
from all refunders who have tips and cash 
register tapes to brag about. 

More and more home managers are using 
coupons which, in essence, are free money. 
For example, a 46-ounce can of Hawaiian 
Punch normally sells at Big Bear Stores for 77 
cents a can. The use of a 25-cent coupon 
reduces the cost of the punch to 52 cents. 
Last week, Big Bear Stores offered to double 
up to 4 coupons per person per store visit to 
a maximum of 50 cents each. Thereby the 
use of a 25-cent coupon brought the cost of 
a 46-ounce can of punch to 27 cents, a sav- 
ings of 50 cents. 

Big Bear normally offers to double cou- 
pons the first week of each month. Watch for 
it and take advantage of it. For .36 | pur- 
chased, using the double back offer, 2 1-Ib. 
packages of margarine and 2-12 ounce bot- 
tles of detergent. 

When | began couponing and refunding 
about 6 years ago | doubted the practice 
would be beneficial to me. How wrong | was. 
A-recent cash register tape from the Kroger 
Co. totaled $49.48. After the cashier tallied 
the coupons my total bill was $32, a savings 
of $17.48. 

Traditionally, manufacturers have had dif- 
ficulty getting readers of black publications 
to use coupons. We urge our readers to 
support the advertisers of this newspaper 
and to take time to tell advertisers that they 
read their ad in The CALL & POST. 

Watch newspapers, magazines, supple- 
ments in Sunday newspapers for coupons 
and refund forms: Refund forms can be 
found on special boards in area grocery 
stores. (Big Bear Stores and the Kroger Co. 
the two largest grocers in Columbus have 
special bulletin boards for refund offers.)
